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Sandown Selectmen Don't 
Recommend Town Budget

SANDOWN - The board 
of selectmen has voted not 
to recommend the operat- 
ing budget as it stands on 
the warrant. Selectman 
Steve Brown abstained on 
the vote but the other 
selectmen present - Brenda 
Copp was absent - all voted 
not to recommend warrant 
article 2 Monday night. 
Brown's wife is a town 
employee. 

The budget is controlled 
and sent to the warrant by 
the budget committee, and 
the selectmen's decision is 
predicated on that commit- 
tee's decision to remove 
nearly all selectmen-ap- 
proved merit pay increases 



and take $100,000 out of 
the highway department's 
budget. 

During the budget's pub- 
lic hearing, the selectmen 
raised their disagreement 
with the committee deci- 
sions. The selectmen argued 
that the committee did not 
have the knowledge to 
decide whether employees 
deserved a raise and that its 
decision was shortsighted 
because of the relatively low 
cost of the increases and the 
need to provide incentives 
to keep Sandown's quality 
workforce. 

If all town employees, 
including unionized police 
officers, receive a 2 percent 
increase, the cost is 
$16,051.77. That sum in- 
cludes FICA and increases 



to the state Retirement Sys- 
tem. According to commit- 
tee discussions, the number 
represents less than half a 
percent of the total operat- 
ing budget. 

The selectmen also took 
issue with the committee's 
decision to remove $100,000 
from the highway budget, a 
sum separated out from the 
annual road improvement 
plan warrant article and tra- 
ditionally included in the 
operating budget as a safe- 
guard in the event the arti- 
cle fails. Selectman chair 
Hans Nicolaisen argued that 
should the article fail, and if 
that money is unavailable, 
the highway department 
will have its hands tied all 
year.

All But Two Articles Get 
Selectmen's Unanimous OK

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to recommend 
all but two of the articles on 
the Town Warrant. 

The board voted unani- 
mously at its Monday night, 
Jan. 23, meeting to recom- 
mend the articles for the 
town budget, both Fire 
Department articles, an arti- 
cle requesting $50,000 to 
complete the drainage and 
erosion control work at the 
Town Beach, a $10,000 arti- 
cle for the Library's Mainte- 
nance Non-Capital Reserve 
Fund, and the article to 
allow the transfer of Con- 
servation money. 

However, the proposed 
police station article and the 
article to raise and appropri- 
ate $54,000 to pay for the 
professional services and 
designs for that station 
received a 2 to 1 vote to rec- 



ommend, with board Chair- 
man Sean Murphy voting 
not to recommend on both. 

In other business: 

• Conservation Com- 
mission Chairman Tim 
Lovell told the board that 
the Commission was very 
much against the suggested 
article by Budget Commit- 
tee member Matt Murphy to 
switch the Current Use 
penalty money that now 
goes into the Conservation 
Commission's Land Pur- 
chase Fund to the Town's 
General Fund. He said his 
research led him to believe 
that this couldn't be done. 

Selectmen Chairman 
Sean Murphy said the board 
had told Matt Murphy to 
write the article and send it 
in, but no such article had 
ever been presented, and 
time had expired for sub- 
mitting petition articles. 

Selectman Rick Hartung 
and Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist both spoke up to 



say they would not support 
in any way changing the 
Land Use Change Tax 
(LUCT) that goes to the 
Conservation Commission. 

• Lions Club board 
member Bernie Longbook 
and Lions Club President 
Peter LaPointe asked the 
board's approval and sup- 
port for the club to look 
into sponsoring a Farmers 
Market in Hampstead. She 
said they were looking at a 
market running three to 
four hours, perhaps from 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m. on Saturdays 
from mid-July through 
October, with local farmers 
and gardeners encouraged 
to sell to their wares. She 
said she hoped to have the 
market in a highly visible 
spot in the middle of town. 

Hartung and Lindquist 
suggested several possibili- 
ties, including looking into 
using the Town Hall area 
parking lot by the Civic Club,

Rescinding SB2 Returns 
to Chester School Warrant

CHESTER - A petition 
warrant article to rescind 
SB2 is on the warrant again 
this year, and again both the 
budget committee and 
school board are wholly in 
favor of getting rid of the 
system that they say is detri- 
mental to the operation of 
the school district. 

Rhonda Lamphere, bud- 
get committee chair but act- 
ing as a citizen, headed up 
the petition this year, fol- 



lowing a narrow failure last 
year of a petition put forth 
by resident Rich Leblanc. 

Last year the article 
needed 276 'Yes' votes for 
the required three-fifths 
majority but received 239. 

Lamphere has been a 
vocal critic of the system 
since seeing it in practice in 
Chester beginning in 2009, 
not only because of her 
perennial insistence on sav- 
ing taxpayer money whenev- 
er possible but also because 
she thinks it allows for a less 
informed voting public. 



Voters approved the 
change from the traditional 
town meeting to the SB 
(Senate Bill) 2 system in 
2008. The traditional town 
meeting allows for one 
meeting where all articles 
on the warrant are present- 
ed, questioned, potentially 
amended and then voted on 
all in one fell swoop, while 
the SB 2 system separates 
the questioning from the 
vote, which is done through 
an official secret ballot at a 
later date. The first session

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Chester School Board Blasts Bill Requiring Pinkerton to Pay Derry Taxes

CHESTER - The school 
board has drafted a letter to 
its local state representa- 
tives and senator urging 
them to vote against a 
House bill that would 
require Pinkerton Academy, 
where Chester tuitions its 
high school students, to pay 
property taxes to the Town 
of Derry 

House Bill 1201 was 
introduced by Derry state 
legislators to reclassify 
Pinkerton as a private busi- 
ness and force the semi-pri- 
vate high school to pay 
property tax. It's an initia- 
tive that the Chester school 
board argues pits Derry 
against the three other 
towns that send and will 
send their students to 



Pinkerton (Chester, Auburn 
and Hampstead), and 
results from short-sighted 
efforts to mitigate current 
financial pressures felt by 
the Town of Derry 

The bill states: "Because 
Pinkerton Academy in 
Derry is a private corpora- 
tion, and notwithstanding 
RSA 72:23, IV or any other 
law to the contrary, the land 
and buildings of Pinkerton 
Academy in Derry shall be 
appraised as provided in 
RSA 75:1 and subject to 
property taxation under 
RSA 72 commencing with 
the tax year beginning April 
1, 2013. Further, that any 
shortfall in revenue of the 
Derry Cooperative School 
District due to increased 
tuition costs resulting from 
this act shall be reimbursed 
and made whole by the 



Town of Derry." 

It's a move that Pinker- 
ton Academy Headmaster 
Mary Anderson said "would 
likely decrease state educa- 
tion funding to Derry and 
increase tuition for every- 
one, perhaps significantly," 
but Rep. Frank Sapareto, R- 
Derry, who introduced the 
bill, said, "Derry can't afford 
to be paying for the other 
towns anymore." 

Sapareto, who is chair- 
man of the Derry delegation 
to the State House, 
explained that since Pinker- 
ton was established, it has 
been dependent upon Derry 
services such as police, fire 
and road plowing. However, 
as Pinkerton has expanded 
its service to include stu- 
dents from Chester and 
Hampstead, Derry is still on 
the hook for providing town 



services to the school. He 
expects the bill would 
increase tuition by $2.3 mil- 
lion for Derry - because 
Pinkerton would have to 
cover the additional proper- 
ty tax - but that the tax 
would bring in roughly $3.1 
million to the Town of 
Derry. 

The Chester school 
board held a brief meeting 
Jan. 12 to discuss the issue 
and move forward with 
allowing chair Royal 
Richardson to express the 
board's concerns by letter. 
School board members 
expressed incredulity and 
frustration at the bill and 
wondered how much sup- 
port it was garnering from 
legislators and whether 
such a specific bill would 
stand up to legal pressures. 

The school board and 



superintendent Jim Gaylord 
expressed confusion at the 
fact that Pinkerton was 
specifically targeted by the 
bill, as the general practice 
is for more widespread leg- 
islation. 

Richardson said such an 
initiative could open the 
doors for more reclassifica- 
tions of non-profits. 

School board member 
Maria Veale questioned 
whether legislators had con- 
sidered what kind of pro- 
gramming would be lost if 
towns outside of Derry did 
not send their students to 
Pinkerton, as tuition num- 
bers help pay for that pro- 
gramming, and whether 
that was equal to the poten- 
tial extra tax revenue. 

"The Chester School 
Board concurs with the 
assessment of Senator (Jim) 



Rausch (who represents 
Derry, Hampstead and 
Windham) that this pro- 
posed bill will have the 
effect of unfairly benefiting 
Derry while unnecessarily 
harming the communities 
that tuition students to 
Pinkerton Academy. This is 
evidenced by the Represen- 
tatives including the specif- 
ic provision to make the 
Derry Cooperative School 
District whole as a result of 
this change. We would 
respectfully request your 
support in addressing this 
proposal to ensure that the 
sending School Districts 
from Auburn, Chester and 
Hampstead are not used as a 
revenue source to address 
the financial pressures 
being experienced by the 
Town of Derry," reads the 
letter. 



Father and Son Arrested on Drug Distribution Charges

HAMPSTEAD - After 
months of investigation, the 
Hampstead Police Depart- 
ment executed a search war- 
rant for an Emerson Avenue 
home that is directly across 
from Hampstead Central 
School, and arrested Jon 
Briscoe, 46. The property 
also backs up to Hampstead 
Middle School. 



Officers Matt Moore, 
Mark Conway, Sgt. Rick 
Chambers and Detective 
Bob Kelley found and seized 
16 firearms and one and a 
half pounds of marijuana, 
with an approximate street 
value of $7,000, as a result 
of the search of the Emerson 
Avenue residence. Briscoe 
was charged with posses- 
sion of a controlled drug 
with the intent to distribute. 

The officers also had an 
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arrest warrant for Steven 
Briscoe, 21, of the same 
address, on three counts of 
sale of a controlled drug and 
two counts of possession of 
a controlled drug with the 
intent to distribute. The 
drug investigation headed 
by Kelley had been centered 
on Steven Briscoe over the 
previous months. 

The younger Briscoe 
was not at the home at the 
time of the police search but 
was immediately arrested by 
Derry Police on the Hamp- 
stead warrant, at work at a

Frazier said both sub- 
jects had cooperated. 

"The Briscoe home is in 
the School Zone, right 
across from the Central 
School, so we will possibly 
be able to prosecute them on 
enhanced penalties if they 
are convicted," Frazier said. 

Both men were charged 
with the Class B felonies 
and released on $25,000 
personal recognizance bail.

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Chester Selectmen Chastise Anonymous Emailer

CHESTER - Though the 
policy for the board of 
selectmen has been not to 
address anonymous letters 
or phone calls, the board 
did just that, simultaneous- 
ly discovering that anony- 
mous criticisms they had 
received via email were 
unfounded and chastising 
those who anonymously 
churn the infamous Chester 
rumor mill. 

Not long before Christ- 
mas, the Chester fire depart- 
ment responded to a chim- 
ney fire at 43 Crawford 
Road at a little after 6 p.m. 
Though the fire was extin- 
guished and the house 
saved, with minimal dam- 
age, an anonymous neigh- 
bor complained about the 
department's response, how 
many members showed up, 
their use of the town's newly 
purchased quint fire appara- 
tus and how long it took 
them to put out the fire. 
That person's email became 
part of an email chain with 
an undetermined number of 
receivers. 

Recently that email 
came to the board's atten- 
tion - but not directly from 
the originator - and select- 
men were not pleased. They 
decided to air their con- 
cerns publicly at their 
Thursday, Jan. 19, meeting, 
and make certain that if 
there were safety or opera- 
tional concerns at the 



department, they were 
addressed directly, rather 
than sniped at. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
said the concerns were 
brought to him and select- 
man Mike Weider, and noted 
that if there were life safety 
issues involved, they should 
be addressed publicly. 

Chair Steph Landau said 
he wasn't much of a fan of 
email and less so of anony- 
mous emails, which he said 
were often "garbage" and 
only served to spread 
rumors. 

According to fire chief 
Rich Antoine, Lt. Kevin 
Wunderly and homeowner 
Kim Pacocha, there was lit- 
tle to complain about with 
the department's response. 
Antoine and Wunderly 
explained the response and 
answered the accusations 
brought forward anony- 
mously. 

Wunderly was the lead 
on the fire and was there 
from start to finish. Antoine 
rushed back to town from 
Manchester, where he was 
Christmas shopping with 
his daughter. The depart- 
ment arrived at the fire nine 
minutes after it was toned 
out. 

The town has just two 
full-time firefighters, and 
both said the quint, which 
was questioned in the email, 
has worked flawlessly since 
going into service about six 
months ago. The ladder was 
not able to reach the chim- 
ney in the cited fire, but that 



is not odd, given the com- 
plexities of positioning fire 
apparatus in tight areas. The 
firefighters used ground 
ladders to reach the chim- 
ney, something Antoine said 
is perfectly adequate. 

Wunderly said, in re- 
sponse to another portion of 
the email, that he decided 
not to place the truck's sta- 
bilizers onto the home's soft 
ground in case it didn't hold 
the weight of the 68,000 
pound truck, and to avoid 
running over landscaping or 
crushing the septic system. 

The firefighters said 
there wasn't a truck on the 
market that could do every- 
thing the department need- 
ed to do in every circum- 
stance, but added they were 
very pleased with the quint. 
Both also commended the 
work the first responders 
made in attacking the fire 
and extinguishing it with- 
out damaging the house. 

Pacocha said the fire de- 
partment responded quick- 
ly, were very respectful, 
cleaned up and talked to her 
after the fire to help make 
sure such a situation doesn't 
reoccur. 

"I feel bad that they have 
to defend themselves," she 
said. "No one in my neigh- 
borhood was there long 
enough to see it from start 
to finish.... It's a stressful job 
to begin with and now they 
have to defend themselves." 

After the fire chief 
explained the response, he 
expressed dismay at the 
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effect such complaints have 
on morale and the ability to 
attract volunteers. He laud- 
ed his members for doing, 
what is in essence a volun- 
teer job. Though the 
responders get paid about 
$8 an hour, it's little com- 
pensation, said Antoine, 
when the hours they put 
into training and schooling 
are considered - never mind 
that they often have to get 
up at 2 a.m. to respond 
when they're already work- 
ing a full-time job, some- 
times two. 

Antoine said volun- 
teerism was already dwin- 
dling in all areas of town. 
"These are volunteers," he 
said of the firefighters. "We 



rely on volunteers. Nobody 
is assigned, so hopefully our 
volunteers have the ambi- 
tion to get up at 2 a.m. 
when it's 7 degrees out. I get 
paid nothing to get up in 
the middle of the night. I'm 
trying to keep spirits up." 

Selectman Joe Hagan 
questioned how expensive 
it would be to staff a depart- 
ment without volunteers, 
and Antoine estimated that 
35 to 40 full-time salaries 
would be required. The 
response to the fire would 
have required four firefight- 
ers alone to man the truck. 

"It would cost well over 
a million dollars," said Can- 
non, clearly frustrated. "Hey 
everyone, keep picking on 



the volunteers of this town. 

"I want to expose the 
rumor mill and grapevine in 
this town. This board is 
often forced to deal with the 
grapevine rather than adults 
who can contact us direct- 
ly," said Cannon, urging res- 
idents with concerns to go 
through the proper chan- 
nels. 

Wunderly said the 
department had an open 
door policy and everyone 
was encouraged to talk with 
them about their opera- 
tions. 

Weider said anonymous 
calls and emails, based on a 
perception of events that 
may or may not be true, 
were counter productive. 



Senate Redisricting Bill 
Moves to Vote on Jan. 25

The New Hampshire 
Senate Internal Affairs Com- 
mittee released its redisrict- 
ing plan last week and it 
was heard on Wednesday, 
Jan. 18, with a vote likely on 
Wednesday, Jan. 25, after the 
Tri-Town Times goes to 
press. 

Changes would be in 
the works in Senate Dis- 
trict 17, presented held by 
Sen. John "Jack" Barnes 
Jr., R-Raymond. That dis- 
trict presently includes 



Sandown, Chester, Brent- 
wood, Danville, Fremont, 
Pittsfield, Epsom, North- 
wood, Chichester, Deer- 
field, Allenstown, and Ray- 
mond. The new plan would 
add Barnstead, Pembroke, 
Nottingham, and Strafford 
but remove Brentwood, 
Chester, Danville, Fremont, 
and Sandown. 

Brentwood, Chester, Dan- 
ville, Fremont, Sandown, 
and Epping would be added 
to District 23, currently rep- 
resented by Sen. Russell 
Prescott, R-Kingston, and 
presently including New- 



market, Newfields, Strat- 
ham, Exeter, Kingston, East 
Kingston, Kensington, New- 
ton, South Hampton and 
Seabrook. The towns of 
Kensington, Newfields, New- 
market, Newton, and Sea- 
brook would be removed 
from that district. 

Democrats contend the 
Senate plan favors Republi- 
cans, while Republican mem- 
bers of the committee say 
math drove the changes, not 
politics. 

No changes were antici- 
pated for Derry's or Lon- 
donderry's senate districts.

Hiding in Cyber Space 



The Chester Board of Selectmen 
chose to use their meeting last week to 
shine the light of day on an anonymous 
email that made allegations about the 
Fire Department's behavior at a recent 
house fire. 

Although the selectmen's policy has 
been not to dignify anonymous letter 
writers or phone callers with a response, 
they used this latest email - which had 
not been sent to them but had circulat- 
ed so widely that it ended up on their 
desks - to express their disdain for a 
form of communication that allows peo- 
ple to avoid having the courage to state 
their concerns openly, even as it dam- 
ages the reputation of others. 

The incident was a chimney fire on 
Crawford Road, and the owner of that 
residence attended the meeting to say 
she had no complaints about the Fire 
Department's response, contrary to the 
allegations in the email. 

Fire officials spent considerable 
time at the meeting explaining the 
details of their response - why they 
used ground ladders rather than the 
quint ladder, why the truck was placed 
where it was, and how the response 
was handled. 

Fire Chief Rich Antoine noted the 
effect that this type of anonymous com- 
plaint has on volunteers' morale. And in 
Chester, it's predominantly volunteers 
who put out fires, for all of $8 per hour, 



at all hours of the day and night. The 
department has just two full-time fire- 
fighters. 

Selectman Jack Cannon said it best, 
perhaps, when he stated, "I want to 
expose the rumor mill and grapevine in 
this town," and urged residents to speak 
their minds through regular channels. 

Of course, those channels require a 
certain amount of what we'd call 
courage or gumption - if you have 
strong views on a subject, state them, 
and do so publicly. Hiding behind an 
anonymous email shows a startling lack 
of - let's be honest - guts. And just what 
is the reason to hide? What's to fear? If 
something is wrong, we should all be 
free to say so. Chester is far from a mil- 
itary dictatorship. 

When we hide behind fake names or 
no names, we mirror the old telephone 
game - what one person thinks changes 
as it's passed along from person to per- 
son, with everyone hearing what they 
want to hear. By the end, truth often has 
long ago disappeared. 

We're sure the Chester selectmen 
have more than enough to do without 
addressing complaints made by un- 
known people who may or may not have 
any knowledge of the issue. Rumors - 
and people who choose to hide their 
identity while damaging the reputation 
of others - need not occupy anyone's 
time. 
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Hampstead Police Station 

To the editor: 

Let me get this straight. 
In the original "must have" 
proposal for a new Hamp- 
stead Police Station, a 
12,450-square-foot, $2.4 
million endeavor was 
turned down. The following 
year, another "must have," 
but apparently not as must 
have as the original propos- 
al, was made for a smaller, 
11,371-square-foot station 
for $2.27 million, which 
was also turned down by 
the voters. The following 
year, yet another "must 
have" police station propos- 
al at 9,980 square feet at 
almost $2 million was also 
rejected by the voters. 

Now we have the latest 
incarnation of "must have," 
although I appreciate that 
the must have size has been

shrinking every year, as we 
are now down to a "must 
have" 7,600-square-foot 
station for almost $1.6 mil- 
lion, which is going to the 
voters in March once again. 

The irony is, if it was 
absolutely necessary to have 
a 12,450 square-foot station 
a few years ago when the 
town was smaller and crime 
perhaps lower, why has the 
need suddenly decreased to 
7,600 square feet, 4,000 
square feet less than the 
original "must have," and at 
the bargain price of $1.6 
million, as the committee 
would have you believe. 

Is the need for this 
expenditure real or is it just 
the building committee and 
selectmen who think that 
by continually changing the 
needs of this vital new sta- 
tion, the voters will some- 
how magically be con- 



vinced the first three pro- 
posals were only a test lead- 
ing to a smaller and more 
palatable proposal, which 
does not account for how 
4,000 square feet less than 
we needed years ago is now 
adequate for the coming 
decades, as the committee 
would have you believe. 

My philosophy on this is 
if we wait long enough and 
turn down enough of these 
ridiculous proposals for a 
tax increase in bad econom- 
ic times, eventually the 
committee will propose a 
station the same size as the 
one we already have, in 
which case, who needs a 
new station! Now that's a 
proposal that would get my 
vote. For now, spend far less 
taxpayer money and fix the 
old station.

HAMPSTEAD - Conser- 
vation Commission chair 
Tim Lovell told the commis- 
sion he had contacted all the 
State Representatives for the 
Hampstead district, as well 
as State Senator Jim Rausch, 
R-Derry, whose district in- 
cludes Hampstead, about 
proposed conservation legis- 
lation at the State House. 

As previously reported 
in the Tri-Town Times, a 
legislative attempt is under 
way to strip conservation 
commissions of the power 
to carry out their duties as a 
municipal commission. 
House Bill 1512 would pro- 
hibit town conservation 
commissions from acquir- 
ing, conveying or contract- 



ing to manage land for con- 
servation purposes and 
would require the local gov- 
erning body to hold a public 
hearing before any such 
activity. It would also re- 
move the option for a con- 
servation fund funded by 
the land use change tax. 

Lovell contacted the 
representatives and senator 
to ask that they oppose this 
and other anti-conservation 
commission legislation. 

He said he had spoken 
directly with Rausch, as 
well as with Reps. Ken 
Weyler and Marie Sapienza, 
and had heard back from 
Rep. Regina Birdsell. He 
said those he spoke with 
said they were glad to have 
heard from him. 

Birdsell has invited Lovell 
to tape a "Chatting with your 



Legislator" show for airing on 
the local Town Cable Chan- 
nel 17 on this topic. She is 
trying to get the sponsoring 
legislators to participate and 
explain their proposals, and 
would allow Lovell to explain 
his opposition. 

Lovell told the Conser- 
vation Commission at its 
Jan. 18 meeting that he 
intended to aggressively 
pursue the purchase of land 
during the coming year. He 
said the time is right, with 
land values down and peo- 
ple hit by the downturn in 
the economy more interest- 
ed in selling. He said he had 
a particular landlocked par- 
cel in mind, and plans to 
contact the out-of-state 
owner to see if he is inter- 
ested in selling.

SANDOWN - Voters in 
the Timberlane Regional 
School District will have the 
chance this year to weigh in 
on a $4.8 million bond for 
improvements to physical 
education (PE) and athletic 
space at the high school. 

During a public hearing 
on the five-year loan, super- 
intendent Richard La Salle 
explained the benefits he said 
would entail for the school 
and larger community. 

Article 2 on the warrant 
is titled, "Physical educa- 
tion/Athletic Locker Rooms, 
Team Rooms and Mini-Gym 
Renovation and Recon- 
struction" and according to 
the district, it aims to bene- 



fit the high school PE cur- 
riculum and co-curricular 
activities and the greater 
Timberlane community by 
enhancing the physical edu- 
cation and athletic spaces. 

Sandown is one of four 
towns in the Timberlane dis- 
trict - the others are Plaistow, 
Atkinson and Danville. The 
high school for the district is 
in Plaistow. 

The plan falls in line 
with the district's Capital 
Improvement Plan (CIP) 
and according to La Salle, 
allows the district to get a 
jump on plans to convert 
the high school into a mid- 
dle school while improving 
instruction ability, access, 
safety, functionality and 
outstanding code issues. 

The middle school, also 



in Plaistow, has been deem- 
ed "end of life" by consult- 
ants and plans are to build a 
new high school and to use 
the current high school as 
the middle school, follow- 
ing renovations. 

The renovations that 
would be funded by the 
bond would double the 
available PE space and allow 
an extra space for dance and 
fitness, Project Adventure 
(climbing wall and ropes 
equipment) and competitive 
PE. It would also provide 
suitable indoor spaces for 
PE courses to involve team 
sports, create a fitness and 
weight training area for use 
by all students, and provide 
additional office space for 
PE, the athletic department 
and Special Education.

Regional School District 
side is one seat for a three- 
year term school board 
member and another seat 
for a three-year term budget 
committee member.

Dave Cheney and Michael 
Devine; a six-year supervi- 
sor of the checklist position 
held by Rosemarie Bruno; a 
three-year cemetery trustee 
post, held by Thomas Lath- 
am; a three-year trustee of 
the trust fund seat, held by 
William Cachion; and two 
three-year library trustees 
seats, held by Tina Owens 
and Louise Pajak. 

File for open town posi- 
tions at the town clerk's 
office in town hall now 
through Feb. 3. The town 
clerk's office will be open on 
Feb. 3 from 3 p.m. until 5 
p.m. for sign-ups only. 



"Physical education is 
no longer a ball in the mid- 
dle of a court. There's much 
more focus on health and 
wellness," said La Salle. 

He said the project would 
bring the athletic facility and 
program into compliance 
with Title 9, the federal law 
governing equality between 
boys and girls in athletics, by 
creating equal locker room 
facilities and athletic pro- 
gramming for boys and girls. 

"About three-fourths of 
the space is allocated for 
boys and about one-fourth 
for girls," LaSalle said of 
Timberlane right now. "And 
it is my belief that we actu- 
ally have slightly more girl 
athletes than we do boys." 

The bond would also 
provide suitable locker facil- 
ities to support visiting 
teams during sporting events 
and provide storage space 
for athletic equipment. 

The improvements will 
also be available to the com- 
munity. 

Ongoing maintenance 
issues were discussed, in- 
cluding a moisture penetra- 
tion issue in the weight 
room, which needs refinish- 
ing once a year. 

"Penetration of moisture 
is unhealthy. It promotes 
mold," LaSalle said. "It's just 
really a very unsatisfactory 
and insufficient facility." 

Safety concerns include 
cracking cinder blocks on 
both 20-foot-high walls of 
the gym. A consulting engi- 
neer forced a basketball 
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hoop to be taken off the 
wall because of safety con- 
cerns from those cracks. 

Functionality of space is 
also a problem, said La Salle. 
The gang shower - phased 
out in more modern schools 
- leaks, lockers are small and 
do not accommodate a small 
book bag, halls are too nar- 
row, storage or security is 
lacking in changing areas, 
showers are unusable - in 
part because of the lack of 
hot water - in the girls' lock- 
er room, spaces in the girls' 
locker room are non-Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act 
compliant, bathroom facili- 
ties are insufficient - one 
urinal and sink is available 
for visiting football teams, 
and storage is minimal. 

Noting problems with 
code non-compliance, La 
Salle said, "There's a host of 
issues where it's from a dif- 
ferent era and needs to be 
brought up to modern stan- 
dards for health and safety, 
and functionality for our 
students and athletes." 

The new design includes 
new team rooms and coaches' 
areas for the existing large 
gymnasium, new teachers' 
offices and trainers' room, 
new girls' locker and team 



room, new boys' locker and 
team room, new visiting team 
room, new athletic directors' 
offices, new classroom and 
dance studio, new fitness and 
weight room, three new stor- 
age areas, a set of new small 
group classrooms off the new 
mini gymnasium, a wider 
handicapped accessible en- 
tryway and a new mini gym, 
capable of hosting both bas- 
ketball and volleyball games. 

First-year interest costs 
for an estimated 3 percent 
interest bond would total 
$16,471 for Sandown. Esti- 
mated tax impact for bond 
payments from 2014 to 
2018 for Sandown would be 
$.37 to $.33 per $1,000. 

"It's a big request, but 
one we feel is much needed," 
said La Salle. "This is the one 
area in our entire district 
that I would qualify as 
extremely substandard and 
really, this space, I'd put it in 
the category of an embar- 
rassment to the district." 

No questions met La 
Salle's presentation. 

The article will next be 
discussed at deliberative 
session, scheduled for Feb. 
9 at 7 p.m. at the Timberline 
Performing Arts Center in 
Plaistow.

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Chester School Warrant Public Hearing Draws Little Attention

CHESTER -Attended by 
just two members of the pub- 
lic, both of whom are select- 
men, the budget committee's 
public hearing on the pro- 
posed 2012-2013 Chester 
school district budget was 
over in about an hour. Most of 
the talk on warrant articles 
was between the committee 
and school board, which have 
collectively been reviewing 
the numbers for months. 

Prior to the Jan. 17 hearing, 
the committee voted unani- 
mously to support the school 
board's budget as presented, and 
during the meeting, gave most 
of the airtime to the school 
board to explain the numbers. 

The bottom line that will 
be going to deliberative ses- 
sion totals $11,866,824. At 
face value, it's up from cur- 
rent year appropriations of 
$11,722,000 but as reported 
previously by the Tri-Town 
Times, the actual operating 
expense for the school is 



down. In the proposal, grant 
funds are accounted for 
solely in the revenue sec- 
tion, a change from previous 
practice that had those sums 
offsetting expense lines. 

This practice artificially 
inflates the expense side of 
things to the tune of about 
$100,000. If accounting 
practices remained status 
quo, the budget would show 
a reduction of .8 percent. 

According to a handout 
from the budget committee, 
the tax rate impact of the 
proposal totals $.138 per 
thousand. 

If the next article on the 
warrant, the collective bar- 
gaining agreement (CBA) 
with the Chester Education 
Association, passes, the im- 
pact to the local school tax 
rate of warrant articles 
drops to a reduction of $.12 
per thousand. 

Both the school board 
and budget committee also 
recommend the CBA article. 
As reported previously in 
the Tri-Town Times, the 



total cost of the contract in 
the first year represents a 
reduction of $120,306 over 
the current contract. 

Though that $120,306 
needs to be in the budget in 
case the contract fails and 
current expenses need to be 
covered, the operating bud- 
get will be reduced accord- 
ingly if the contract passes. 

The agreement prompted 
committee member Michael 
Branley to remind voters that 
if the agreement doesn't pass, 
it will cost them money. 

That $120,306 translates 
into a 26.5 cents reduction in 
$ 1 ,000 of assessed home value 
for the first year of the agree- 
ment. According to the school 
board, that's a savings of 
$92.75 on a $350,000 home. 

Another $19,322 in the 
cost for non-union adminis- 
trative positions would also 
be saved should the contract 
pass, because of a health care 
plan change in the contract. 

Both the committee and 
board urged voters to sup- 
port both the contract and 



operating budget. 

The next two moneyed 
warrant articles were also 
supported by both the budget 
committee and school board. 

Article 6 asks that up to 
$30,000 of surplus be plac- 
ed in a fund to cover unan- 
ticipated tuitions to Pinker- 
ton Academy, where the 
town sends its high school 
students. The practice for 
years has been to fund the 
operating budget with about 
three extra tuitions in the 
event new students move to 
town, but in an effort to 
reduce costs, the school 
board has proposed the new 
fund to hold those three 
tuitions and eliminate the 
need to carry that money in 
successive annual budgets. 

Article 7 asks for up to 
$25,000 to be placed in the 
school buildings mainte- 
nance expendable trust fund. 
The fund currently has 
$84,000 and the district plans 
to cap it at about $100,000. 

The longest discussion of 
the night rose from that arti- 



cle, when selectmen chair 
Steph Landau questioned 
what projects would poten- 
tially be funded with the sav- 
ings and whether the district 
should be carrying as much 
$100,000 in the fund, in par- 
ticular because the town side 
doesn't have that kind of sav- 
ings for infrastructure im- 
provements. He noted the 
difficulty with paying for 
town repairs. 

Chester Academy Princi- 
pal Leslie Leahy explained 
that the origins of the fund 
reside in the $45,000 failure 
of a boiler years ago. Though 
the district was able to fund 
the project without impact- 
ing education funding, the 
district and school board 
decided it would be wise to 
set up a fund to cover unan- 
ticipated problems. 

Board member Mike Rom- 
ick said the school does not 
have the luxury of an unre- 
served fund balance like the 
town, and all of its surplus 
is returned to the town to re- 
duce the tax rate. In response 



to Landau's comments about 
the town's not having a similar 
funding mechanism, he said 
he didn't remember the town 
attempting to set one up. 

Landau said plans had 
been in the works but never 
materialized, and closed by 
addressing the budget com- 
mittee. He said he hoped 
that the town side of things 
would receive the same con- 
sideration when it came 
time for its own infrastruc- 
ture improvement projects. 

Committee member Chris 
Hadik said he would sup- 
port town efforts to fund 
projects with surplus. 

The school board has 
been working with facilities 
manager Don Ennis to cre- 
ate a facilities improvement 
plan that would outline 
expected expenses. 

Deliberative session, where 
voters can weigh in on, be- 
come informed on and am- 
end warrant articles, will take 
place Wednesday, Feb. 8, at 7 
p.m. at the Multi-purpose 
Room, 84 Chester St. 



Poor Attendance, Tie Vote Keep Zoning Amendment off Warrant

HAMPSTEAD - Things 
didn't go quite as expected 
at the public hearing on an 
Accessory Buildings Zoning 
Amendment. 

The hearing, which took 
place Tuesday evening, Jan. 
17, was scheduled because 
when the amendment was 



first considered along with 
the other four zoning 
amendments on Jan. 3, it 
had to be temporarily with- 
drawn and re-written. 

Because of time con- 
straints for approving and 
moving an article forward to 
the warrant, the rehearing 
had to take place on or 
before Jan. 17. The rehear- 
ing was duly posted and the 



committee gathered to con- 
sider it. But the committee 
initially failed to reach a 
quorum, with members 
William Weber and Derrick 
Moyer and Selectwoman 
Priscilla Lindquist, an ex 
officio member liaison from 
the Board of Selectmen, not 
present. Phone calls were 
made, Lindquist appeared, 
and the article was dis- 
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cussed. 

The article applies to 
Residential Zone A and 
would allow up to two 
accessory, single story 
buildings, with the maxi- 
mum total square footage 
for the accessory build- 
ing^) depending on the lot 
size. On lots up to 43,000 
square feet or roughly one 
acre, 950 square feet would 
be allowed; on lots between 
44,000 to 89,999 square feet 
or roughly 2 acres, the max- 
imum would be 1,200 
square feet; on lots 90,000 
to 129,999 square feet or

approximately 3 acres, the 
accessory building(s) 
couldn't exceed 1,500 
square feet; and, on a lot 
130,000 square feet and 
more, or 4 acres and up, the 
accessory building(s) maxi- 
mum would be 1,800 
square feet. 

Agricultural uses are not 
subject to this regulation. 
And if someone wanted a 
building larger than the 
allowed maximum, he or 
she could seek a special 
exception from the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment, pro- 
vided the building is in full 
compliance with the zon- 
ing. 

After a brief discussion, 
the committee voted 2-2, 
with Chairman Randy Clark 
and Lindquist voting to rec- 



ommend and members 
Proctor Wentworth and 
Dean Howard voting not to 
recommend. 

The group then dis- 
cussed the ramifications of a 
tie vote, and while the sense 
of the committee was that a 
tie vote was not to recom- 
mend, Clark said he wanted 
to check the legality of the 
vote and that interpretation 
with Town Counsel before 
making a final determina- 
tion. 

Clark said on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 18, that the attor- 
ney had confirmed that a tie 
vote is a "no go." 

"We'll take a look at this 
again next year," Clark said, 
but for this year the amend- 
ment will not appear on the 
warrant. 
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Quick Work Made of Timberlane Budget Hearing

SANDOWN - In approx- 
imately 15 minutes, the Tim- 
berlane Regional School Dis- 
trict's public budget hearing 
was completed, after a sparse 
audience in the Timberlane 
Performing Arts Center in 
Plaistow asked no questions 
on the information present- 
ed to them. 

Sandown is one of the 
four towns in the Timberlane 
district. The others are Dan- 
ville, Plaistow and Atkinson. 

There are six warrant 
articles this year to be con- 
sidered at the deliberative 
session, and all but a bond 
article for repairs and reno- 
vations to athletic facilities 
at the high school were read 
through by members of the 
district, with no comment 
from the audience. 

The proposed operating 
budget shows a decrease 



from the current year's spend- 
ing totaling $115,238, or a 
.18 percent decrease. The 
proposal totals $62,821,817, 
with a default budget (should 
the operating budget fail) of 
$62,568,852. 

The proposal originally 
presented to the budget 
committee and school board 
showed a .04 percent in- 
crease, but adjustments by 
those groups equaled a re- 
duction of $142,500. 

Budget committee chair 
Michelle O'Neil explained 
the major budget drivers. 
The cost for employee sal- 
aries has been reduced this 
year by $135,761. And 
though a major upward 
pressure will be seen from a 
downshifting of the burden 
for the State Retirement Sys- 
tem from the state, that cost 
was largely offset by insur- 
ance and other benefit 
reductions. 

The district will pick up 



an increase of $459,173 in 
retirement costs, but save 
$138,967 in insurance costs 
and another $142,029 in 
other benefit costs. 

Instruction-related in- 
creased costs include profes- 
sional services, up by 
$98,995; and books, sup- 
plies and equipment, up by 
$170,822. Offsetting those 
increases are a decrease in 
repairs and maintenance of 
$32,744, special education 
tuition reduction of $79,978 
and a reduction in trans- 
portation costs of $49,705. 

Also in the reductions 
category are bond interest 
with a reduction of $84,000 
and a capital reserve fund of 
$200,000 taken out of the 
budget to show up in war- 
rant article 4. 

A handout provided by 
the district highlighted where 
other increases and decreases 
reside in the budget proposal. 
These included the fact that 



regular education is down by 
$333,074, costs for the School 
Administrative Unit (SAU) 
are down by $11,207, spe- 
cial education is up by 
$292,250, operation and 
maintenance of plant are up 
by $15,275, information man- 
agement is up by $23,997 and 
facility renovation is down 
by $37,300. 

Article 4 asks that up to 
$200,000 be placed in the

tion, Reconstruction, Capital 
Improvement and Land Pur- 
chase Capital Reserve Fund. 
The amount would be trans- 
ferred from surplus at the end 
of the current school year. 

Article 5 deals with the 
collective bargaining agree- 
ment between the school 
board and the Timberlane 
Teachers' Association. The 
agreement has a zero esti- 
mated increase in its one- 
year life. 



Following the hearing 
on the budget, a hearing on 
the bond article was open- 
ed, which saw an in-depth 
explanation of the article by 
superintendent Richard La- 
Salle, but again no ques- 
tions from the public (See 
related story page 5). 

Deliberative session is 
set for Feb. 9 at 7 p.m. at the 
Performing Arts Center in 
Plaistow.

The selectmen said they 
would support a local Farm- 
ers Market sponsored by the 
Lions Club, and the only 
requirement they saw was 
to notify the Recreation 
Commission if the club 
decided to use the Town 
Hall parking lot area. The 
Lions have sufficient insur- 
ance for such an endeavor. 



• The board approved 
Police Chief Joe Beaudoin's 
request to raise the pay and 
detail rate for 2012. Officers 
on detail will see an increase 
of one dollar from $40 to 
$41 per hour. Vendor 
hourly billing will increase 
by two dollars from $50 to 
$53. The cruiser charge of 
$10 per hour will remain 
the same. Part-time officers 
will receive the same pay as 
officers under the union 



contract. 

Effective Feb. 1, all road 
details in Hampstead will 
require a police cruiser at 
the detail site. 

Taxpayer money is not 
used for detail payments; 
the money comes from the 
vendors. The money col- 
lected goes into the Police 
Detail Fund for the depart- 
ment to use for purchase of 
equipment needed to aug- 
ment the budget.

JDERRY 
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Overlook Medial Park 
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Junkyard Neighbors Express Frustration Over Ongoing Contamination

CHESTER - Neighbors 
of LeClair's Junkyard on 
Fremont Road filled the 
selectmen's meeting on Jan. 
19 to complain of escalating 
pollution in wells and a 
seeming inability for any- 
one to clean the property or 
hold accountable its pol- 
luter, Wayne LeClair. 

Wayne's mother, Lorette, 
owns the property but both 
mother and son have num- 
erous civil court injunctions 
and rulings against them. 
They owe the town nearly $ 1 
million in court settlements 
and liens, but it's a sum 
selectmen doubt they'll see. 

While neighbors want to 
see more progress, especial- 
ly because of increased pol- 
lution levels they suspect 



arose from tampering with 
oil drums and barrels on the 
property, the selectmen, also 
showing frustration, said 
there was only so much that 
could be done. Selectmen 
noted the astronomical cost 
of cleaning up the area and 
the disinclination of the 
state Department of Envi- 
ronmental Services and the 
U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) to help. 

Jodi Mitchell, who has 
often led the neighborhood 
charge to clean the junk- 
yard, said her most recent 
water test shows skyrocket- 
ed methyl tert-butyl ether 
(MtBE) levels. In 2003, 
when her water was first 
tested, her MtBE was higher 
than it should have been; 
now her well is just under 
the state limit of allowable 
levels. Mitchell and other 



residents don't bathe or 
wash laundry with well 
water and drink only fil- 
tered or bottled water. 

Mitchell said she feels 
like a prisoner in her own 
home, and was aghast that 
Wayne LeClair is walking 
around free, despite the 
serious health risk he has 
imposed upon the neigh- 
borhood, home to many 
children. 

Neighbors called the prop- 
erty an immediate health 
and safety risk and noted 
that the plume of contami- 
nation was spreading. The 
property is still covered 
with junk, buildings in seri- 
ous disrepair, tractor-trail- 
ers and containers with 
unknown contents. 

Contamination from 
everything from stored 
automotive fluid to lead 



paint to telephone poles to 
asbestos to fluorescent 
lights to lead battery storage 
has been noted as threats to 
the local environment. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
stuck to his opinion that the 
best thing to do was to raze 
the entire property and 
remove everything on site. 
That way, he said - and 
many in the audience 
agreed with him - it would 
be known that no further 
pollution was occurring. 

Cleaning up the proper- 
ty is another matter. While 
neighbors urged the town to 
take the property and cease 
talk that they say gives too 
much deference to potential 
liability over public safety, 
selectmen argued that noth- 
ing would change if they 
owned the property. 

Chair Steph Landau, 



who has taken the lead on 
the junkyard, said the esti- 
mated cost for cleanup was 
$60 million to $100 million 
and there was no way the 
town could foot that bill. 

Police chief Bill Burke 
apologized to the neighbors, 
saying no one should have 
to go through what they're 
going through. While he 
said his department does 
the best it can with arresting 
and removing trespassers, 
the town has had difficulty 
keeping the LeClairs and 
others off the property, 
despite multiple court 
orders and arrests. Burke 
suggested that if the proper- 
ty could be legally deemed a 
hazardous area, it would 
give his department more 
tools to arrest those on the 
property. 

Currently Wayne Le- 



Clair is the only person 
allowed on the property, 
and a recent decision re- 
quires him to hire a police 
officer to accompany him if 
he wants to set foot there. 
He is not allowed to touch 
anything on site. The cost 
for bringing an officer is 
$200 cash, said Burke. 

Selectmen said they 
were pushing as hard as 
they could to get the prob- 
lem fixed and had plans, 
including getting the Attor- 
ney General involved, for 
the coming week that they 
hoped would mitigate some 
of the stress on the resi- 
dents. They conceded, how- 
ever, that they didn't expect 
the matter to be resolved for 
years. As long ago as 1990,

PSNH's current rate is 
8.39 cents per kilowatt 
hour, and though the price 
is dynamic, Dziemian said 
he was looking at 6.68 cents 
with a third party. 

The selectmen seemed 
amenable to the plan, but 
decided to wait a week to 
decide, so that they could 
do more research, including 
asking White Columns' 
other clients about their 
experiences. 

• The board has decided 
not to agree to a request 
from a homeowner to drop 
a lien on a property on 
which it is trying to close. 
The sum is the result of a 



town assistance, or welfare, 
request of a previous owner 
and totals $206, prompting 
selectman office manager 
Lynne Blaisdell to make 
sure the board wanted to 
move forward with the 
work required to collect 
that money, which may cost 
more than $200.

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Conservation Commission OKs Herbicide Treatment for Shop Pond's Fanwort

HAMPSTEAD - The Con- 
servation Commission is 
moving ahead with its plans 
to reclaim Shop Pond from 
an infestation of the invasive 
non-native weed fanwort. 

Fanwort is a submerged, 
sometimes floating but 



often rooted freshwater 
perennial plant. The flowers 
are white and small and 
float on top of the water. In 
some environments Fan- 
wort can become very 
dense, crowding out other 
plants. 

Fanwort now chokes 
Shop Pond, with the surface 
largely covered by the inva- 



sive in warm weather. The 
Conservation Commission 
has explored several methods 
of removal and control, and 
decided that the best solution 
is herbicide treatment. 

At its meeting Jan. 18, 
the commission decided to 
use Aquatic Control Tech- 
nology, which offered sever- 
al options. The commission 



chose Sonar Fluridone 
treatment that requires two 
applications, for a cost of 
$3,250 for the herbicide 
treatments and $250 for 
required state permits. The 
contract must be prepaid. 

The herbicide chosen is 
said by the company to be 
safe for fish, fishing, ani- 
mals, and swimming, even 



the day of application. The 
herbicide is selective in 
treatment, the company 
states, with one- to two-year 
plant control. 

The Conservation Com- 
mission plans to work with 
the Hampstead Civic Club, 
which sponsors a spring 
fishing derby, so that recla- 
mation work doesn't inter- 



fere with the derby. 

"We are looking at hav- 
ing this done either just 
before or just after the Fish- 
ing Derby but we don't have 
the exact dates as of now," 
Chairman Tim Lovell said. 
"Once we do, we will make 
a definite plan and 
announce when the first 
treatment will take place."

of SB 2 is the deliberative 
session, where articles are 
presented, questioned and 
amended, and then about a 
month later, a vote on those 
articles takes place. 

The turnout for the

secret ballot vote during all 
years of SB 2 in town has 
been higher than that of the 
deliberative session. 

Estimates are that hold- 
ing the additional SB 2 bal- 
lot vote costs taxpayers an 
extra $10,000 over the cost 
of a traditional town meet- 
ing, a sticking point for 
both the committee and 



school board. 

Lamphere said that 
while $10,000 might seem 
small when compared to a 
school operating budget of 
more than $11 million, it 
was a cost incurred every 
year and added up quickly. 

During the public bud- 
get hearing on this year's 
school district warrant, 



school board member Mike 
Romick also weighed in on 
SB 2, emphasizing claims 
that the process has not 
delivered more voters and 
that voters are not as 
informed on the warrant as 
they could be. 

Committee member 
Chris Hadik argued the cost 
point. He noted that be- 
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cause there isn't an appro- 
priation in the petition, the 
budget committee can't give 
its recommendation as a 
group, but there was indeed 
a cost associated with SB 2. 

Lamphere also pointed 
out the compressed time- 
frame of SB 2. The budgets 
need to be ready a month 
earlier now than is allowed 
for in the traditional system. 
Not only does this mean 
that as soon as school starts, 
administrators need to be 
crunching the numbers, but 
when the budget committee 
gets those numbers in early 
December, the committee's 
heaviest review falls during 
a holiday, complicating and 
slowing that review. 

Noting the difficulty of 
the compressed timeframe, 
Lamphere said she'd go with 



SB 2 if she could see a bene- 
fit to it, but as yet that ben- 
efit hasn't materialized, 
especially because of the 
inability for people to dis- 
cuss, get the most accurate 
information and vote on the 
articles at one time. 

Members of the budget 
committee and school board 
expect that the narrow 
defeat of the article last year 
was in part predicated on 
the article's confusing lan- 
guage, but Lamphere has 
plans this year to make the 
article as clear as possible 
and inform voters what 
they're voting on. 

"It's still up to the vot- 
ers," she said. "But I wanted 
to get it back on the ballot 
this year and I want voters 
to understand what they're 
voting for."

Hampstead Budget Committees Make its Recommendations

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead Budget Com- 
mittee is advisory only, but 
over the years, voters have 
said they are influenced by 
whether articles on both the 
Town and School Warrants 
are recommended or not 
recommended by the com- 
mittee. 

And the committee met 
Thursday evening, Jan. 19, 
to review both warrants and 
vote on each money article. 

On the town warrant, 
the committee voted as fol- 
lows: 

• Article 6 - proposed 
new police station, with 
three-fifths majority re- 
quired to approve the 
$1,538,300 request. The 
budget committee voted 3 



to 2 to recommend, with 
Proctor Wentworth and 
Matt Murphy opposed. 

• Article 7 - Town Oper 
Default Budget of 
$5,247,602.46. The vote 
was 4-1 to recommend, 
with Wentworth opposed. 

• Article 8 - Fire Depart- 
ment Tanker, no tax impact, 
$261,250 from a federal 
grant and $13,750 from the 
Fire Department's Equip- 
ment Capital Reserve Fund. 
Recommended 5-0. 

• Article 9 - $54,000 for 
engineering and architec- 
tural professional services 
for the proposed police sta- 
tion, would be null and void 
if Article 6 passes. The com- 
mittee vote was 3-2 not to 
recommend, with Brian 
Vass and Bob O'Brien voting 
to recommend. 

• Article 10 - Fire De- 



partment's seeking approval 
to spend Capital Reserve 
money for two projects for a 
total of $64,000. Recom- 
mended 5-0. 

• Article 11 - Approval 
of $50,000 to complete an 
erosion control and drain- 
age improvement project in 
the area of the Town Beach 
that began this year. The 
committee voted 3 to 2 not 
to recommend, with Vass 
and O'Brien voting to rec- 
ommend. 

• Article 12 - Placing 
$10,000 in the Capital 
Reserve Fund for Library 
Maintenance and Repair . 
The committee voted 3-2 to 
recommend, with Murphy 
and Chip Hastings voting 



not to recommend. 

• Article 13 - Transfer- 
ring $5,000 from the Town 
Forest Maintenance Ac- 
count to the budget for 
Town Forest maintenance, 
no tax impact. The commit- 
tee voted 4 to 1 to recom- 
mend, with Murphy op- 
posed. 

On the school warrant: 

• Article 2 - The operat- 
ing budget of $23,452,315 
and the default budget of 
$23,531,777. The commit- 
tee voted 4 to 1 to recom- 
mend, with Murphy op- 
posed.
